loaf, of which the liner got one farthing 
and the railways five farthings.

EXPERIMENTS IN FREE STATE. 

In connection with the pro establish- 
ment of beet sugar factories in the Sairstat, 
the t of Agriculture, in order to 
secure definite information as to the yield and 
sugar content of beet when grown on a com- 
mercial scale, are arranging for the cultiva- 
tion in every county of the Free State of ex- 
perimental plots of sugar beet, and they have 


unicated with the various County Com-

mittees of Agriculture in order to secure their 
ion in this important matter. 

e experimental plots will vary in extent 
from one to five statute acres. Depart- 
ment. will supply the uisite seed free of 
charge to selected plot holders, and will pay 
them, in addition, a cultivation allowance of 
£7 per statute acre in respect of crops grown 
in accordance with prescribed conditions. 
The grower will be required to cultivate an 
equal area of each of the four varieties to be 
supplied, and to keep an accurate account of 
the manual and horse labour involved in the 
various rations connected with the prepara- 
tion of the lands, sowing, a/lter-cultivation 
and lifting of the crops. 

The crop, after the yield of the various 
varieties in the plot has been ascertained, 
will become the absolute property of the 
grower as soon as the agricultural instructor 
or an officer of the Department has given 
permission for tho harvesting of the beet.
